Crosse for the coming year, totals 
$ I13,742.67 according to the figures 
received this morning by Bert Jolli- 
vette, county clerk, from John S. 
Donald, secretary of state. 
While this amount on the surface 
appears to be nearly three times the 
levy of last year, which was $43,- 
473.75, it is pointed out that the in­ 
crease is due to the fact that it was 
found necessary to make a call for 
$1,500,000 to make up the shortage 
in the general fund caused by the 
big tax remittances made last year 
at the request of Governor McGovern.
